JJot so many yenra ngo the American pre 
would have gasped and the* slatlsllcimifi 
would have predicted national bankriipi 
had they been told that this counUy was to 
assume the debt with which It Is now burncn 
ed. The present Indebtedness would have 
been beyond all comprehension. 

But with the United States engaged In uic 
greatest "War In Its history, there was no 
escaping much ol this great national obliga- 
tion. We had to have the guns, the planes, 
the tanks, the ships — or else. And os loyal 
Americans with no other altematlvo, 
have assumed this staggering Indebtedness, 
wc have paid sky-rocketing taxes, we have 
bought war bonds by the bll!lon.s. Right 
the American public Is being asked to Invest 
another 815,000,000,000 In bonds, and there la 
every reason to believe that goal will be 
renched and exceeded. 

Not lor a moment should we confuse the 
purposes for which these bonds arc being 
bought, or the reasons why all this national 
debt Is being Incurred. So long as Increased 
taxes, bond purchases and^dded Indebted- 
ness are necessary to win tlils war, wo should 
do our part without a murmur. 

But even to win a war, wo must not lose 
Bight of the fact that this great debt will be 
staring us In the face when it's all over. It 
will be Just as difficult to pay off as If It had 
been saddled upon us for any other purpose. 
We'll pay. and pay, and keep on paying taxes 
before all this wartime debt has been liqui- 
dated. 

That should be reason enough tp cut all 
other governmental expenses to the bone, but 
unfortunately there seems to be no limit on 
the demands the government expects to 
make ol the people. The social planners. 
vJhose programs have already exacted bil- 
llans of dollars from American taxpayers, 
are still busy.. 

Word now comes from Washington that 
President Roosevelt has conferred "with high 
fiscal officials on plans to Increase federal 
social security taxes by 56,000.000.000 an- 
nually for the dual purpose of launching a 
cradlc-to-gravo benefit program and absorb- 
ing excess purchasing power. This proposal 
has been advanced In spite of Mr. Roosevelt's 
request for 512,000,000,000 In new taxes, a 
goal which tax experts doubt can be achieved 
unless new sources of revenue are tapped. 

Although Chairman Altmeyer of the social 
security board already has appealed to con- 
gress to up social, security taxes from 1 to 
2 per cent on Jan. 1 to net the government 
another 51.000,000.000 next year, his request 
Is penny ante In comparison to the new mas- 
ter plan now under consideration. It would 
raise .social security revenues from the pres- 
ent 51.288,855,000 In fiscal 1043 to approxi- 
mately Sl.300,000.000. 

And this Is only one phase of our money- 
thirsty bureaucracy which continues to go 
ahead with Its plans, swell its personnel and 
payrolls, and make Its increased demands 
upon the taxpayers, come hell or high water. 

Let's not pertnlt these ulterior demands to 
deter us for a moment In our light to win 
the war. We can't afford to take any chances 
and besides the men In the service , deserve 
airthe support we ctm give them, so lot's buy 
bonds to the limit. 

Then, after the war Is over, let's decide 
once and for all what we're going to do about 
ail this extravagance on socialized- govern- 
ment.

VIEWS OF OTHERS 

STUDENT OF MEN 
A Uldien Uble, « chair, an Inkstand and a tew bones 
consUtuted the equipment that Dr." Ales liriiilolca 
found In the national miueum when he was called to 
WoshlnBton to found a dIvUlon of anUiropology. When 
he died Uie other day the museum had a collection of 
19,000 akulls And tens of thousands of mlsceUaneous 
bones, casta of primitives, weapons and utensils dui up 
In all parts of the world. More than the colhMOr's In- 
stinct had created thla monument to hU leal. To tilm U 
as what tho botUed specimens of an uiatomlcal mu- 
:um are lo the physician. In these bones the secret of 
lan's problematical descent was to be read. 
Forty yeara of mcasurlns convinced Ilrdllcka that 
lan ipran^ not from socn* anthropoid ape, as Ehirwin 
postulated, but from lome vanished creature more hu- 
man. He boldly took issue with those who talked of 
"mlsslns links" or types that bridged the lap between 
apes and roea, dismissed the famous Java "dawn man" 
as an ape and regarded homo laplens as the ofliprlnE 
ol tome undiscovered remoU human pr«curstir. 

Who was the Immediate prccunor? Po-ulbly the 
Neondcrthaler, an all but chlnleu, bMUe-browed, shiif- 
lUni, inarUculate creature that ranged from Paltitlna 
to the Atlantic. Our modem men ai« therefore the 
product of A parallel evolution th«t occurred over a vut 
terrlory. Whether or rot this theory b right or uTong 
cannot be provad for perhaps another century. But it 
la oa good as any wg bav«. Man atUl remains a blologU 
cal upetirt. 

These studies, though conducted largely iii physical 
onthropolosy, threw much light on the way humanity 
swashed back and forth over contlnoalj. Ilrdllcka left 
no doubt thBt the Eskimos came out ol Asia by way 
of the Berlns atralt. He presented ttrons evidence that 
the American Indian wu a MonsoUan Immigrant. Out 
of all this mcuurlng came also a, vehement denial that 
hlghbrowa had any cerebral adranttts* over lonbrowi 
and nothlnff but iconi lor tha nasi doctrine of tiordlc 
■uperleclty. He even ventured to pleturt man of the 
lutur«~« toll, broad-headtd. four-to»d, amall. toothed, 
MnslUve roan, with more axiuualve features and a 
bnghter look than we have. The rcaaonliiS was as logi. 
cal as that tn which any sdentut engages with the 
material at his cemmtnd. 

Hrdttcka could not have eihautted tha posslbUltiu in 
tha roountaln of maUrlal that ha collected, but he did 
exhaust them to far u our present knowledge oi 
humao eToluUon U concerned;— New Vork Times.

Many individuals are thin because 
they have inherited a predisposition 
to that physical bulkt. Under such 
circumstances, leanness Is not a 
symptom of lll-health. If they are 
given more food than their appe- 
tite calls lor and prolonged rest, a 
temporary Increase In weight will 
coma about. With the return to 
normal hahlta, however, the lean- 
ness wilt alio come back. Theae peo- 
ple are usually lean In chlldhoodr 
and although growui Is normal tti 
other respects, they do riQt develop 
lat deposits because their Int and 
output of energy U In balance when 
the body weight Is below the 

At times, extreme linderwelghl re- 
sults from emotional conflicts. This 
condition Is usually aasoclntcd wiih 
a distaste or disgust for tood and 
not Just a tack ol appeUte. 

Ilia problem ot leanness Invelrea 
first the evidence thol it eilita to 
an abnormal degree; second, the 
determination of lU cause. -If it U 
due to disease elsewhere In the body. 
Ihli status should be corrected. It 
la doubtful U any medicine or tonic 
will stimulate the.appcUte, but fre- 
quently a new cnvlroamtni or mod- 
erate physical exercise will do so. 
Hie diet should t>e BttncUve and 
tasteful to tha Indliddual. The max- 
imum oalotlts should be juotlded in 
the mlnlmuffl volume oi rood. Un-

rected by re-education. Rest and
